Tue First Session was called to order at 10 a.m. on Friday, 26 July, by the 
Vice-President, Mr. Heffner. About 160 persons were present. Papers 1-5 were 
read and discussed. The session was adjourned at noon. 

Tue Seconp Session was called to order at 2 p.m. by the Secretary, Mr. Hill. 
About 200 persons were present. Dean Ralph A. Sawyer, of the Horace H. 
Rackham School of Graduate Studies, University of Michigan, delivered an 
address of welcome.

THE ANNUAL INFORMAL BANQuET for members and their guests was held : at 
7 P.M. with 85 persons in attendance. Mr. Mehendale, Secretary of the Linguistic 
Society of India, one of the learned bodies affiliated with the LSA, was introduced 
to the membership and spoke briefly on the aims and activities of his organiza- 


tion. After the banquet Mr. Twaddell gave the Presidential Address: ‘(&]?? About

THE Business MEETING (TuH1RD SEssion) was called to order by Mr. Twaddell 
at 9 a.m. on Saturday, 28 December. About 80 persons were present. The minutes 
of the preceding meeting were called for. The Secretary reported that the minutes 
of the Thirty-First Annual Meeting, held in Philadelphia on 27-29 December 
1956, had appeared in Bulletin 30, and been duly distributed to the membership. 
The minutes of the Nineteenth Summer Meeting, held in Ann Arbor on 26-27 
July 1957, would appear in Bulletin 31. It was voted that the reading of these 
minutes be dispensed with, and that they be accepted. 


The Secretary presented the following report, which was ordered to be re- 
ceived and filed: 


The corrected active membership was last reported to the Society as 1178. This figure 
included two double subscriptions; the actual personal membership was 1176. There were 
234 new members, and five reinstatements. Twenty-five were dropped for nonpayment of 
dues, and 28 resigned: F.G. Anderson, M. Bradford, H. Broeker, E. C. Cherry, C. 8.

We record with sorrow the death of five regular members during 1957: H. B. D. Blauvelt 
in October, T. H. Bouchelle in March, J. H. Jackson in January, Mrs. John Young in April, 
and A. M. Sturtevant in September. Four of these were listed with the date of death in the 
1956 membership list, and are therefore not included in the 1957 list. 

On 15 December 1957 we had, then, an active membership of 1354, a net gain of 176 as 
against a net gain of 88 for the year preceding. 

On 15 Decembe : 1956 we had 22 Honorary Members. At the 1956 meeting three new 
Honorary Members were elected, as reported in Bulletin 30. During the year one Honorary 
Member died: Sir William Craigie in December. On 15 December 1957 we had therefore 24 
Honorary Members. 

Domestic Library subscriptions were 247, of which 23 were new. There were 11 failures 
to renew. Foreign Library subscriptions were 401, of which 93 were new. There were 38 
failures to renew. Subscribing Libraries in 1957 were 648. The net gain in domestic and for- 
eign libraries is 67. 

The total net gain in subscriptions, personal and library, i is thus 243, as against a net 
gain of 134 for 1956.

It was voted to adopt the Treasurer’s report and order it filed, subject to com- 
pletion of the Auditors’ report for inclusion in the Bulletin.! 

On behalf of the Executive Committee, Mr. Hill presented the following 
report: 


During the year the Executive Committee took the following actions by correspondence: 

1. Accepted the invitation of the University of Michigan for the 1958 Linguistic Institute. 

2. Agreed to join with the Modern Language Association and the American Philological 
Association in inviting the 1962 meeting of the International Congress of Linguists, though 
without committing any of the Society’s funds to the support of this proposal. 

3. Approved the application of the American Council of Learned Societies, acting on 
behalf of its Committee on Language Programs, to the Ford and Rockefeller Foundations 
for a grant to provide greatly increased support for the Linguistic Institute. 

4. Approved the papers for the Thirty-Second Annual Meeting. The Secretary reports 
that members have been most cooperative this year in not asking for changes of position 
after the program was printed, and warns members once again that he cannot assume re- 
sponsibility for making such changes. The Secretary also announces that this year the 
Society has had an unexpected expense through the necessity to provide a union electrician

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for slide projectors. In the future, when the Society meets in a city where such union rules 
are enforced, all papers using slides will be scheduled together, in order to minimize the 
expense. A final point in this connection is that it has again proved necessary to send out 
notices of the meeting in midsummer, a fact which has inconvenienced members who 
spend the vacation months abroad. The membership is reminded that notices will again be 
sent out in midsummer, and members who do not receive the notice because mail is not 
forwarded are requested to make it their own responsibility to send requests for program 
time to the Secretary, so as to reach him in September, preferably by the first of that month. 


The Executive Committee held its regular summer meeting in the Michigan Union at 
9 p.m., 25 July. Present were R-M.S. Heffner (presiding), A. A. Hill (Secretary), M. Fowler, 
H. H. Paper, M.S. Beeler, and C. A. Ferguson; B. Bloch acted as proxy for W. F. Twaddell. 
Present by constitutional provision but without vote were E. Haugen, J M. Cowan, M. Joos, 
and Mary R. Haas. 

The Committee elected new members, nos. 2466-2589. The nomination of Paul Thieme 
as Collitz Professor for 1958 was approved. 

The response to the proposal for a Bloomfield Memorial Fund was discussed at length, 
with the decision that it would be impractical to set up a self-perpetuating endowment. 

Mr. Joos was instructed to look into the matter of microcard printing for back issues of 
the Society’s publications, and if possible to secure a bid on a microcard print of the first 
twenty volumes, to be sold in a single block. 

The remainder of the meeting was devoted to a detailed discussion of the proposed ap- 
plication for increased support for the Linguistic Institute, an application which has already 
resulted in a considerably greater interim grant for the Linguistic Institute of 1958. 


The Executive Committee held its regular meeting in the Sheraton hotel at 7 P.m., 
26 December 1957. Present were W. F. Twaddell (presiding), R-M. 8. Heffner, H. H. Paper, 
and A. A. Hill (Secretary). Y. R. Chao and M. Joos acted as proxies for M. S. Beeler and 
M. Fowler. Present by constitutional provision but without vote were B. Bloch, J M. 
Cowan, F. Edgerton, E. Adelaide Hahn, H. M. Hoenigswald, G. 8. Lane, A. H. Marck- 
wardt, and J. Whatmough. E. P. Hamp was present by invitation. 

The Committee took the following actions: 

1. Elected new members, nos. 2590-2694. 

2. Considered the reports of the Secretary and Treasurer. 

3. To meet the current steep rise in printing costs, discussed the appointment of a com- 
mittee to consider all phases of the problem. Mr. Twaddell thereupon appointed a committee 
consisting of Mr. Joos and Mr. Hoenigswald, with power to co-opt other members in con- 
sultation with the Editor and the Secretary. The Secretary was also instructed to investi- 
gate offset printing for the Bulletin. 

4. Recommended Henning Larsen and J. R. Firth for Emeritus status. 

5. Recommended Marcel Cohen for Honorary Membership. 

6. Voted to reconstitute the Committee on Honorary Memberships as follows: Y. Malkiel 
chairman, E. P. Hamp, and C. A. Ferguson. 

7. Received a telegram from Frederic Burkhardt, President of the American Council of 
Learned Societies, announcing a grant of $25,000 by the Ford Foundation for the Linguistic 
Institute of 1958. 

8. Discussed at length the proposals for courses at Institutes in the years 1959-62, pre- 
sented by Mr. Joos, Chairman of the Committee on Language Programs of the American 
Council of Learned Societies. 

9. Voted to charge the Committee on the Place of the Linguistic Institute to take ac- 
count of the specifications drawn up by the Committee on Language Programs, as soon as 
the Ford Foundation should act definitively on the plans for Linguistic Institutes beyond 
1958. 

10. Considered the still unsettled possibility of inviting the International Congress of 
Linguists to this country in 1962. The Committee voted to continue the committee for this

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problem as at present: Mr. Whatmough chairman, Messrs. Twaddell, Hamp, and Marck- 
wardt. 

11. Voted to grant the Editor an annual allowance for proof reading assistants, these 
not to exceed three individuals, each to be paid $100.00. This grant was established as be- 
ginning in 1958. 

12. Approved the nomination of T. A. Sebeok as Associate Director of the Linguistic 
Institute for 1958. 


During the year, the Society was represented by the following delegates, appointees of 
the Executive Committee: to the Congress of Orientalists in Munich, E. Adelaide Hahn, 
Fritz Mezger, and Herbert Penzl; to the Congress of Linguists in Oslo, Roman Jakobson, 
Joshua Whatmough, and E. Adelaide Hahn; to the Ninth Pacific Science Congress in Bang- 
kok, Denzel Carr. 


Acting on the recommendation of the Executive Committee, the Society voted 
to exempt Messrs. Firth and Larsen from further payment of dues. Thereupon 
it was voted that the report of the Executive Committee be received and filed. 

Mr. Bloch, Editor and Chairman of the Committee on Publications, pre- 
sented the following report, which was ordered to be received and filed: 


During the year 1957 the Society issued the following publications: 
LanauaGE, Volume 33, 645 pages. 
Dissertation No. 55: The Hittite relative sentence, by Warren H. Held Jr., 52 pages. 
Bulletin No. 30, 84 pages. 

My most cordial thanks are due to the three scholars who have assumed, of their own 
free will, the tremendous burden of proofreading our publications: Warren Cowgill and 
Howard B. Garey of Yale, and Werner Winter of Texas. My editorial assistant, Betty Shefts, 
not only proofreads every line of the journal and its supplements, but has paved the way for 
my editorial work by styling and often retyping the manuscripts. If our publications are 
relatively free of misprints and howlers, a very large part of the credit—all that is not 
claimed by the authors themselves—must go to the extraordinary learning, skill, and devo- 
tion of these four. 


On behalf of the Nominating Committee (Mr. Lane chairman, Mr. Yamagiwa, 
Miss Hahn) the Secretary presented the following slate:

The Secretary reported that all nominees of the Nominating Committee had 
signified their willingness to serve if elected, and that there had been no addi- 
tional nominations by mail ballot. The President called for nominations from 
the floor, but there were none. On unanimous vote the Secretary was instructed 
to cast one ballot for all nominees of the Nominating Committee, who were ac- 
cordingly declared elected. 

Mr. W. F. Edgerton presented the report of the Committee on Honorary 
Members, recommending Marcel Cohen for the one vacancy. He read the 
following citation: 
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Marcel Cohen is doubtless most widely known for his share in the great collaborative 
work, Les langues du monde, which he edited jointly with Meillet in 1924. (A second edition, 
greatly enlarged, was edited by Cohen alone; 1952.) Cohen is himself the author of the sections 
on Semitic, Egyptian, Berber, and Cushite, certainly among the most valuable parts of the 
whole. 

Cohen was born in Paris in 1884, and received his basic training in Indo-European lin- 
guistics under Meillet. In 1908-09 he collected materials on the Arabic dialect of Algerian 
Jews, published in 1912 (Le parler arabe des juifs d’Alger). Much of his work has lain in the 
Semitic field. He has taken a leading part in the analysis of Amharic and other Semitic 
languages of Ethiopia (Etudes d’éthiopien méridional, 1931; Traité de langue amharique, 
1936; Nouvelles études d’éthiopien méridional, 1939) and in Hamito-Semitic comparative 
linguistics (Le systéme verbal sémitique et l’expression du temps, 1924; Essai comparatif sur 
le vocabulaire et la phonétique du chamito-sémitique, 1947). 

While his greatest activity has been as a Hamito-Semitist, he has illuminated many 
other branches of linguistics and related fields. His first linguistic work to appear in print 
was an analysis of the argot of the Ecole polytechnique in Paris (1908). With the help of his 
wife he collected and analyzed the gradually developing infantile French of his own chil- 
dren. Among other works on his mother tongue, he published an important history of the 
French language (Histoire d’une langue: Le francais, 1950). 

This brief note can do no more than suggest a few outstanding characteristics of one of the 
great productive intellects of our time. 


Upon motion by Mr. Edgerton, Mr. Cohen was unanimously elected to Honorary 
Membership in the Society. 

Mr. Marckwardt presented the following report on the Linguistic Institute 
of 1957: 


The Linguistic Institute of 1957 was sponsored jointly by the Linguistic Society of 
America and the University of Michigan. The faculty consisted of Norman A. McQuown 
(University of Chicago), Associate Director; Madison 8. Beeler (University of California), 
Isidore Dyen (Yale University), Joseph H. Greenberg (Columbia University), Martin 
Joos (University of Wisconsin), Jerzy Kurytowicz (University of Krakéw, Poland), Raven 
I. McDavid Jr. (Western Reserve University), Sol Saporta (Indiana University), and the 
following members of the Michigan staff: Albert H. Marckwardt, Director; Herbert H. 
Paper, Assistant Director; William P. Alston, Arnold Horowitz, Robert Lado, Gordon E. 
Peterson, Robert Politzer, Gerda Seligson, Yao Shen, and Waldo E. Sweet. Mr. Kurylowicz 
held the Collitz professorship. 

Thirty-one courses were offered. These included nine basic courses in general and struc- 
tural linguistics, four courses concerned with various phases of English, seven in historical 
and comparative linguistics, six relating linguistics to other disciplines, and five concerned 
with the practical application of linguistics to language teaching. Not specifically included 
in the program but closely related to it were two workshops in language teaching and three 
intensive language courses. Two of the courses constituted a special program in problems 
of Mechanical Translation, designed to give those already familiar with computers a useful 
background in linguistic theory, and, conversely, to give linguists some notion of the po- 
tentialities of the computing machines. 

This program was financed in part by the National Science Foundation through a grant 
to the American Council of Learned Societies, providing seven summer study fellowships 
and half the salary of one faculty member. Thirty-two other students in the Institute 
received summer study aids from the American Council of Learned Societies. The Rocke- 
feller Foundation, through a grant to the University, made it possible to bring Messrs. 
Ahmad Khaki and Tamman H. Dawood, members of the Inspectorate of English of the 
Egyptian Ministry of Education, to the Institute as observers. The student body also in- 
cluded four Rockefeller Foundation fellows from India, and three members of the English 
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Inspectorate of the Egyptian Ministry of Education here on Fulbright grants. Twenty- 
five holders of the doctorate received guest privileges from the University of Michigan. 

The total enrollment in all courses of the Institute numbered 498. This included 28 under- 
graduate elections, 332 graduate elections, 85 visitors, and 68 course visitations by Ph.D. 
. guests. The 498 course elections involved 190 students, 117 of whom were enrolled in two or 
more courses in the Institute. 

The semiweekly Forum lectures had an average attendance of 132, and the weekly lunch- 
eons of 61. Guest lecturers included Chas. F. Hockett (Cornell), Henry M. Hoenigswald 
(Pennsylvania), Gordon H. Fairbanks (Cornell), Mary R. Haas (California), and David 
Abercrombie (Edinburgh). 

The Summer Meeting of the Linguistic Society, held on 26 and 27 July, was well attended; 
139 members and 81 guests signed the register. The meeting provided an opportunity for 
several groups with related interests to come together. These included the Committee on 
Language Programs of the American Council of Learned Societies, and the Committee on 
South Asian Languages sponsored by the Rockefeller Foundation. In addition, a grant from 
the Ford Foundation to the Conference Board of Associated Research Councils made pos- 
sible a three-day Conference on Teaching English as a Second Language, attended by lin- 
guists, teachers with field experience, and Fulbright grantees about to leave for foreign 
assignments. About sixty attended the conference. 

The Linguistic Institute thanks the American Council of Learned Societies for providing 
fellowships. The Institute is also grateful to the Linguistic Society of America for its con- 
tribution of $2777.38 for the Collitz professorship and $802.26 representing the income from 
the Linguistic Endowment Fund. In addition, the contributions of the National Science 
Foundation, the Ford Foundation, and the Rockefeller Foundations in support of activities 
connected with the Institute either directly or indirectly are gratefully acknowledged. 

In January, 1957, the Executive Council of the Linguistic Society voted to hold the 1958 
Institute at the University of Michigan. As always, our chief problem is to secure staff for 
the Institute and decide on course offerings in sufficient time to permit early publication of 
the Bulletin. This is difficult because of the many joint appointments with regular depart- 
ments of instruction, some of which are very slow in completing their arrangements for the 
summer. Basically, however, these cooperative arrangements are very desirable in that they 
express in a concrete form the confidence of the various departments in the worth of this 
program. 

We should continue and possibly expand the practice, begun this year, of offering the 
basic courses on both an elementary and an advanced level, and should consider the pos- 
sibility of an increased emphasis on historical and comparative linguistics. 


The following report was presented by J M. Cowan as the Society’s delegate 
to the American Council of Learned Societies: 


Your delegate and the Secretary of the Linguistic Society attended the annual meeting 
of the American Council of Learned Societies held 23-25 January 1957 in New York. The 
program provided for a conference of secretaries of the constituent societies and a meeting 
of this group with the Board of Directors. The last day of the meeting was devoted to three 
panel sessions dealing with the theme Individualism in Asia and the West. A complete report 
of the meeting is published in ACLS Bulletin No. 50. 

The past year has seen significant changes in the ACLS. Grants in excess of three million 
dollars were given to the Council by the Ford Foundation and the Carnegie Corporation of 
New York. These make possible extensive fellowship and grant-in-aid programs as well as 
various special projects in scholarship and education. During the year the main offices of the 
ACLS moved to New York, where they are located in the Carnegie Endowment Inter- 
national Center at 345 East 46th Street, overlooking the UN headquarters. The Washington 
office at 2101 R St., N.W., is being maintained. 

After a distinguished career of service coinciding with the life of the ACLS, Mortimer 
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Graves retired as Executive Director. Mr. Graves has done more than any other one person 
to further the interests of our discipline during the past quarter of a century. Our members 
will heartily endorse the resolution passed by the Council: 
In recognition of many years spent with resources of energy, wit, and sense of style 
in the service of humanistic enterprise, and especially for the implemented desire 
to call in the Eastern world to redress the imbalance of the West, the Board of Di- 
rectors of the ACLS desires to express its gratitude for a job well done to its retiring 
Executive Director, Mortimer Graves. 
Your delegate was one of the speakers at a dinner honoring Mr. Graves on the evening of the 
first day of the annual meeting. 

Frederick Burkhardt, President of Bennington College and a member of the ACLS 
Board of Directors, became the new president of the Council on July Ist. J. F. Wellemeyer 
Jr. is in charge of the Washington office. Your delegate is happy to report that Mr. Burk- 
hardt and the Board of Directors have the interests of linguistics very much at heart and 
are energetic in obtaining support for those interests. The most tangible evidence of this is 
the grant of $10,000 from the Rockefeller Foundation for summer study aids to the Linguis- 
tic Institute during the past summer, an award of $25,000 from the Ford Foundation for the 
same purpose during the coming summer, and the Council’s presentation to the foundations 
of a proposal for support to the Linguistic Institute on an expanded scale for a period of 
five years. 

Aside from the large fellowship and grant-in-aid programs open to scholars in all fields, 
our members will be especially interested in the appointment of the Committee on Scholarly 
Publication, of which our Secretary is a member. This committee will look into all phases 
of scholarly publication, including the plight of the learned journals in the face of rising 
printing costs. The Council, in co-operation with the constituent societies, now sends 
scholars to international conferences. The following LSA members jointly represented the 
Society and the ACLS: Joshua Whatmough at the Eighth International Congress of Lin- 
guists in Oslo, 4-10 August; E. Adelaide Hahn at the International Congress of Orientalists 
in Munich, 27 August to 4 September; and Denzel Carr at the ninth Pacific Science Congress 
in Bangkok, 18 November to 9 December. 

The activities of the Council’s Committee on Language Programs continue to be of out- 
standing interest to the Society and to all who are concerned with the field of linguistics. 
The committee at present consists of Martin Joos, chairman; William G. Moulton, secre- 
tary; Bernard Bloch, John B. Carroll, D. Lee Hamilton, A. A. Hill, Norman A. McQuown, 
Kenneth W. Mildenberger, Henry Lee Smith Jr.; John Kepke, ACLS staff representative, 
and J. F. Wellemeyer Jr., ACLS staff liaison. Here follows the committee’s report for 1957: 


‘In order to reflect more adequately the scope of the Committee’s interests and activities, 
its name was changed from ‘Committee on the Language Program” to “Committee on 
Language Programs’’. The Committee met three times during the year: 5-7 April in Wash- 
ington; 25 and 27 July in Ann Arbor; and 19 October in New York. The following is a sum- 
mary of the Committee’s activities during 1957: 

‘Financial support for the Linguistic Institute. At its April meeting the Committee urged 
that the ACLS seek foundation support for a five-year program of increasing grants for 
summer study aids. A more concrete proposal was worked out at the July meeting, which 
included both financial aid to students and financial subsidies for the host institutions. 
This was followed on September 10 by the draft of a Five-Year Plan for the Linguistic In- 
stitute, written by the chairman and submitted to the ACLS. The whole project was then 
very actively and energetically considered by the Board of Directors and the staff of the 
ACLS, and concrete proposals were made to a foundation. At the end of the year it appeared 
likely that expanded summer study aids would be available for 1958, though no definite 
decision had been made concerning the five-year plan of support to students and institu- 
tions. 

‘Summer study aids. At its April meeting the Committee recommended 46 grants totaling 
$17,670 for summer study at the Linguistic Institute. Funds were obtained in part from the 
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National Science Foundation in support of study aimed at machine translation (8 grants 
totaling $3,420), in part from the Rockefeller Foundation ($8,625), and in part from the 
ACLS Linguistic Research Fund ($5,625). Three facts connected with these summer study 
aids made clear the pressing need for greater financial resources: (1) the Committee was 
able to assist only 46 out of 124 applicants, although 89 were considered unquestionably 
deserving of financial support; (2) in order to assist even this number, the Committee was 
forced to use some funds which should properly be expended only for research; and (3) the 
Committee was forced to limit its aid primarily to students seeking training in basic lin- 
guistics, at a time when there is increasing pressure for the support of students who want 
training in the application of linguistics to the teaching of English in American schools and 
colleges, to the teaching of English as a foreign language, to the teaching of foreign lan- 
guages in secondary schools and colleges, and to the teaching of foreign languages in the 
elementary school. 

‘Grants. Small grants were approved as follows: (1) to D. F. Sold, for completing a gram- 
mar of Kechua; (2) to R. A. Hall Jr., for preliminary work aimed toward the compilation 
of a volume of Readings in linguistics: Western European writings since 1916; (3) to J. C. 
Street, for work on Kalmuck Mongolian; and (4) to the Linguistic Society, for part of the 
publication costs of F. B. Agard’s structural sketch of Rumanian. 

‘Publications and publication plans. The following book was published: Readings in 
linguistics: The development of descriptive linguistics in America since 1925, edited for the 
Committee on Language Programs by Martin Joos (Washington, 1957); sales have been 
gratifyingly large. A second reprinting (1,000 copies) was made of Trager and Smith’s 
Outline of English structure; a further reprinting (by the USAFI) was authorized for Moul- 
ton and Moulton’s Spoken German. Preliminary arrangements were made for eventually 
producing a reprint of Pedersen-Spargo’s Linguistic science in the 19th century (copyright 
now held by the Harvard University Press). It was recommended to permit a Korean edition 
of English for Koreans. Consideration was given to publishing an up-to-date version of 
Bloch’s 1952 Bibliography of descriptive linguistics, though no final decision was reached. 
The Subcommittee on Linguistics in Education was requested to begin work on a pamphlet 
of information about the field of linguistics for students, student guidance counselors, col- 
lege administrators, and the like. 

‘Advisory work. The Committee met in an advisory capacity with Mr. McIntyre, I and 
E Branch, Department of Defense (regarding personnel for preparing Spanish teaching 
materials, including textbook, recordings, kinescopes); with Messrs. Fogel and Kennedy, 
USIA (regarding distribution of Readings in linguistics and USIS English language teach- 
ing); and with Mrs. Brownson, National Science Foundation (regarding machine transla- 
tion work). The Committee also made suggestions concerning personnel to participate in 
Work Group D-5, ‘Overcoming the Asian-American Language Barrier’, at the Sixth 
National Conference of the U.S. National Commission for UNESCO, San Francisco, 6-9 
November 1957. 

‘Program in Oriental Languages. This program is made possible by a grant by the Ford 
Foundation. The past year is the fifth since the start of the program in 1952, the grant 
having been renewed for a second three-year period in March 1956. Under the direction of 
John Kepke, the program is operated through grants to persons or institutions capable of 
competent linguistic research and the preparation of manuscripts by qualified linguists or 
under their direction. Publications have been produced or are projected in twenty-one 
languages. In addition, the program has made a contribution to the study of a number of 
other languages. 

‘During the year 1957 work has continued on a Persian reader, a grammar of the Kurdish 
of Sulaimaniya, Iraq, an Arabic word count, a descriptive grammar of Shilha Berber, eight 
textbooks—Spoken Shilha, Spoken East Armenian, Spoken Uigur, Spoken Azerbaijani, 
Spoken Telugu, Spoken Javanese, Spoken Shanghai, and the second volume of Spoken Lao— 
an Indonesian dictionary, a Burmese-English dictionary, a Vietnamese dictionary, a stu- 
dent dictionary of Thai, a Korean-English dictionary, and an Arabic-English dictionary. 
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‘Three books were published in 1957: Burmese chrestomathy, by William 8. Cornyn; 
Introduction to spoken Vietnamese, by R. B. Jones and H. 8. Thong; and Phonology of col- 
loquial Egyptian Arabic, by Richard 8. Harrell. They were produced in the ACLS Publica- 
tion Shop (a part of the Washington office), under the supervision of Earle W. Brockman. 
This enterprise provides facilities for the review of manuscripts for technical detail, choice 
of appropriate design, and composition by the most suitable means, preparatory to offset 
printing. 

‘Subcommittee on Language and Psychotherapy. This subcommittee was formed in order 
to lend assistance to the rapidly growing research field concerned with the application of 
linguistics to psychotherapy.’ 


In conclusion your delegate, who is also a member of the ACLS Board of Directors, 
wishes to report that the Board is an enthusiastic, hard-working group, which meets 
monthly to plan programs and conduct business. It views the future of humanistic pur- 
suits in this country in a spirit of optimism.
